AND TREASURY FUND/BANK ACCOUNTS

SPECIAL FUNDS 3740- Funds collected from reimbursement of fees from esoteric laboratory testing and from fees
for classes. This fund is only expected to generate $30,000-50,000 annually without a State Medical Examiner.

TREASURY FUND/BANK

Special fund 3740 is designed to assist the agency in recovery of certain expended costs such as autopsy fees,
reimbursement for esoteric laboratory testing, and fees for certain classes and schools. A fee of $150 is charged for
supply reimbursement per autopsy performed at the State Morgue. Autopsies performed by the SME Office and SME
personnel should generate $1,000/case.
